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SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


As the Town of Marlborough embarks on its 194th year since 
being incorporated in 1776, and enters into the decade of the 1970’s, 
it is probably correct to say that it is also entering into one of the 
most difficult periods in its history. Testimony to this fact is evident 
in the area of the financial structure of this Town but none seems to 
be as important as the fact that the net valuation of taxable property 
in the community dropped in the past year from $7,906,065 to 
$7,691,320, a decrease of $214,745, resulting in a tax rate of $4.84 
per $100 valuation. The loss of one third of the valuation of the old 
Power Station (approximately $80,000) was a contributing factor to 
the decrease as was the large decrease in the amount of Manu- 
facturers Stock In Trade, $199,750 in 1969 as opposed to $356,200 
in 1968. 


Realizing the impact this decrease in assessed valuation has on 
the tax rate and the property owners in this community, the Board 
of Selectmen have adopted a “‘Hold The Line” attitude in preparing 
the budget for 1970. A review of the Town Warrant that follows on 
the next few pages will reveal that this Board has not inserted a 
single article that requires a major expenditure on the part of the 
taxpayers. 


We are, however, vitally interested in those articles that call for 
funds to be allocated for the continuance of the Comprehensive Plan, 
Part II, and those that deal with zoning ordinances and Sub-division 
Codes. We hope that the majority of the voters in the community 
will share our belief that without proper planning and some control 
over the manner in which the development of the community is 
conducted may be disastrous, as it has been in other towns. We all 
realize that Marlborough must grow and that development of the 
surrounding ridges and hillsides is inevitable if the community is to 
broaden its tax base. However, it is important as well, that we make 
Marlborough appeal to those who wish to build for the purpose of 
staying in Town, not for the purpose of building large, cheaply con- 
structed subdivisions, and, after they have made their profits, drop 
the responsibility of maintenance in the lap of the Town and pull 
out to take advantage of another community. 


Through the means of getting bids, the Selectmen were able to 
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purchase the John Deere Loader that was approved by the citizens 
of Marlborough at last year’s Town Meeting, for $14,817 or almost 
$1,300 less than had been anticipated. It has proved to be a very 
valuable piece of equipment and has already relieved the Road Agent 
from hiring work done from outside the Highway Department that 
annually has run into a large amount of money. This work includes 
plowing the School and Municipal Building parking lots as well as 
bulldozer work that we have always been faced with. The expenditure 
for this piece of machinery should prove to be good economy for the 
future. 


For some years now, this Board has been working in conjunction 
with some of the other communities in the area and the City of 
Keene as well in a regional study and plan of sewage disposal. This 
work will continue and it is our hope that some time in the future the 
Federal Government will have the funds available that are necessary 
to construct a sewage disposal system. By our constant planning and 
meeting with representatives of the other Towns we hope to be one of 
the first regions in line to qualify for and get these Federal funds. 


The Board of Selectmen are always looking for ideas from in- 
terested citizens of the Town fcr the purpose of solving the many 
complex problems that continually face every municipality. We will 
welcome any suggestions or criticism from any citizen in Marlborough 
in our attempt to find better methods of doing the things that will 
make Marlborough a better place to live and work and want to take 
this opportunity to thank all those who contributed so much and 
received so little in return in their attempt to contribute to the sta- 
bility and growth of the Community. To all the committees and 
boards, who have worked so tirelessly without remuneration, we give 
our special thanks, as well as to all the citizens of Marlborough for 
their continued interest in and loyalty to the Town.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlborough in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Marlborough High School 
Auditorium in said Marlborough on Tuesday, the Tenth day of 
March, next at one of the clock in the afternoon, business meeting to 
be held at seven-thirty in the evening, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same.

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REPORT OF 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 
For Year 1969 





As a result of the increased appropriation that the voters of the 
Town of Marlborough approved at the annual Town Meeting last 
March, the Marlborough Police Department, with the much ap- 
preciated assistance of the New Hampshire State Police and the 
Cheshire County Sheriffi’s Office, was able to provide better police 
protection and service to its citizens and businesses than ever before. 


As the population of our immediate area increases so then does 
the amount of vehicular traffic on our highways, streets and roads 
increase, and, of course, so does the need for increased police patrol 
and surveillance. The major problems of the Marlborough Police 
Department continue to be the misuse of motor vehicles by irrespon- 
sible persons, breaking and entering for the purpose of committing 
theft, and vandalism by younger age groups, who seem to have 
utter disregard for other people’s personal property. During the past 
year the Marlborough Police Department was forced to maintain 
patrol of the center of Town until well after 2:30 A.M. simply be- 
cause a very few young persons were loitering about Main Street, 
often committing acts of vandalism and disrupting the peace and 
tranquility of the community due to the fact that their parents do 
not seem to be able to make them:go home at a reasonable hour or 
simply because their parents do not care where they are or what they 
are doing. If the police department could receive cooperation from 
all parents in this regard, this problem could be eliminated. 


In the past, this department has been criticized by a number of 
citizens in the community who have expressed the difficulty they have 
encountered in attempting to reach a police officer on short notice. 
This problem can be easily eliminated if you will simply dial 352-1100, 
the same number that you would call if you were reporting a fire. It 
must be remembered that the Marlborough Police Department is not 
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a full time department, but is staffed by citizens who must work at 
gainful employment to earn their livelihood as does most everyone else. 
However, the department now has three mobile radio units and some 
member of the force is available in his automobile most every evening. 
To get the services of a police officer during the daytime will quite 
often require a State Trooper to respond to the call. 


During the past year additional, modern equipment was pur- 
chased for the members of the force which will insure better and 
quicker communication. This equipment is in the form of four moni- 
tors which are now located in the homes of the respective members 
of the force. A fifth monitor was purchased privately by a member 
of the force and is in operation in his home, enabling him to be in 
touch with the dispatch center 24 hours a day. In addition to the 
monitor, a high grade two-way radio, outside loudspeaker, police 
light and siren were installed and privately paid for by the same 
member of the force, thereby giving the community three fully 
equipped cruisers. . 


One of the services that the police department is required to give 
in this community is that of filling the role of dog catcher. The de- 
partment receives each year an almost countless number of complaints 
regarding dogs which owners allow to run about town, totally without 
restraint and in disregard to an ordinance that has been passed by 
this town which states “All dogs must be restrained from January 1 
to September 1.” A State law also requires that all dogs, age 6 
months er more must be duly licensed with the Town Clerk. Both 
of these statutes will receive proper attention by the Police Depart- 
ment in the future. A simple agreement has been worked out by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Cheshire County Humane Society. In 
the future, dogs that are not licensed and that are not restrained 
according to the Statutes will be brought to the Humane Society in 
West Swanzey. Once there, the owner will pay the charges for his 
dog’s keep and if he does not come after the animal, it will be dis- 
posed of by giving it to a family who wants the dog or by putting it 
to sleep. 


During the past year, the department investigated 23 accidents 
of various nature, some of which resulted in personal injury, many 
more resulting in property damage, and, unfortunately, two resulted 
in fatalities. One of these was a motorist, the other a pedestrian and 
both occurred on Route 101. Numerous breaking and enterings 
occurred, mostly in the outlying areas in summer residences. These 
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breaks are still under investigation by this department, the Sheriff’s 
Office and the N.H. State Police. 


The members of the force are presently attending classes deal- 
ing with training in police work. These began the last week of 
January and will run into May. Classes are held weekly in the Keene 
Police Station, with judges, law enforcement officers and other indi- 
viduals, such as members of the F.B.I. giving lectures and training. 
This is being conducted without charge to the Town and should help 
us bring better law enforcement to the Town of Marlborough. 


The effectiveness of any Policy Department is measured by the 
degree of cooperation that it receives from the community it serves. 
Without the cooperation, help and understanding of the citizens of 
the Town of Marlborough, this department would be unable to per- 
form its duties or fulfill its responsibilities to the community. It has 
been the goal of this department in the past and will remain so in 
the future to accentuate the prevention of lawlessness rather than 
the prosecution of lawlessness. We realize however, that the preven- 
tion of crime requires good law enforcement and to that end we thank 
you for your cooperation in the past and ask for your understanding, 
help and assistance in the future.

The primary function of the Marlborough Community Nursing 
Association is to provide skilled nursing services and some therapeutic 
service on a visiting basis in an individual’s home. These services are 
available to the young, middle-aged, and the old; the short-term 
patient and the long-term chronically ill patient. Services are pre- 
scribed by the individual’s physician and carried out under his direc- 
tion. Services offered at present in Marlborough are: (1) Treatments 
and dressings; (2) Physical therapy; (3) General nursing care; (4) 
Maternal, child and adult health service; (5) Health teaching and 
guidance; (6) Medication under Physician’s prescription; (7) In- 
dustrial accidents and emergencies; and (8) Extended care coverage. 


The primary duty of the nurse is to care for the sick; her sec- 
ondary responsibility is to the school; and in every way possible she 
is to promote the health of all citizens of Marlborough. 


The Marlborough Community Nursing Association consists of 
an Executive Board, an Advisory Board, and a Medical Advisory 
Board, and playing the key role is our registered professional nurse, 
Mrs. Margaret Ford, who resides on East Main Street. Her tele- 
phone number is 3864. Mrs. Fred Clark acts as an answering service 
when the nurse is not at home. Her telephone number is 3340. Mrs. 
Rowena Bottomley is our Substitute Nurse. 


The Association’s operating funds are derived by the annual 
appropriation voted on by the townspeople at Town Meeting. Al- 
though fees are charged for services rendered and some funds are 
derived by our participation in the Medicare program, the income 
from these fees is not sufficient to serve as the only source of financial 
support. Thus the practice of collecting fees does not lessen the need 
for community support of that part of the service rendered to those 
who are unable to pay the full fee. In addition to the nurse’s salary, 
a fund must be maintained for medical supplies, equipment, and 
maintenance of an office and clerk as one of the requirements for our 
participation in the Medicare Program. 


Although the total number of visits made by the nurse remains 
approximately the same each year, the census has increased and it 
seems that people might be unaware of the services available, 
especially those who are new to the community. Thus it is hoped that 
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this report will bring this to your attention so that these services can 
be utilized by you and your family if the need arises.

January 15th we started our participation in the Dental Clinic, 
using the state matching fund program. All students participating 
were transported to Dr. Goodman in Jaffrey, who kindly consented 
to add the Marlborough pupils to his case load. The students went in 
groups of 6 each Wednesday and Thursday morning, weather per- 
mitting. Ending in mid March, this program benefited some 14 
children. Unfortunately, this year we will not participate in the 
program because of lack of a sponsor, at the local level. 


May 5dth, at the preschool pre-registration day, the nurse screen 
tested eyes of the 24 who registered at that time. One child was 
found to have defective vision. 


Tuberculin tests were given to the first grade, carrying out the 
state program for a “tuberculosis clean” schcol. Each year the first 
grade children will be given a skin test for a measure of protection 
for the school. Many Doctors now give this test as routine for their 
small patients. 30 children were tested and found to be all negative 
at this time. 


Another year I hope to have the use of an Audiometer for ear 
tests, and I do hope some group or someone will raise the money 
necessary to continue the dental fund to extend help to those who 
would otherwise lose their teeth for lack of care.

This is a progress report of the Marl-Harris First Aid and Emergency 
Squad, Inc.: 


The Towns of Harrisville and Marlborough are proud to own an 
ambulance, a gift of the Spring Lake First Aid and Emergency Squad, 
Spring Lake, New Jersey, which came equipped with two stretchers, 
some equipment and first aid supplies. The ambulance squad is in 
the process of training the volunteers under the supervision of Red 
Cross First Aid Instructor, Roger Packard. 


The Squad was incorporated 29 August 1969, as a non-profit 
organization. It is being supported by solicited funds from both 
towns. Some interested persons have freely given their time, services, 
and supplies to solidify this effort. The supplies and maintenance for 
the ambulance will depend upon a yearly appeal for funds to carry on 
this worthwhile project. The 1969 appeal was gratifying. These funds 
have enabled the Squad to purchase much of the necessary equipment 
required to meet state and federal specifications. We are awaiting 
delivery of some of the essential equipment, which has been ordered. 
Requirements for personnel to serve on the Squad are: Red Cross 
Standard First Aid, followed by Red Cross Advance Training, and 
actual ambulance manning of equipment and supplies under simu- 
lated circumstances.

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REPORT OF THE MARLBOROUGH PLANNING BOARD 


Karl Robinson was named to the planning board when William 
Piper, Jr. resigned after being a member of the board for five years. 


We have continued to work on the first phase of the Compre- 
hensive Plan which is completed. We will have a public meeting to 
explain the plan to the townspeople. John Atwood and Wayne 
Torkington of Community Planning Services in Boston, have met 
with us periodically for discussion on their findings and they have 
met with all other town officials. They have reported on population 
characteristics and future growth; economy of the town and rela- 
tion to the area; streets and highways, their condition and adequacy. 
A topographical map has been completed showing soil conditions and 
land capabilities. A complete survey of all town facilities was made 
which included schools, town buildings and their condition, recrea- 
tion and open space, development factors and developable areas. 


It was discovered that there was no complete map of the town’s 
streets and, further, that all streets and roads were not named. The 
planning board assisted the selectmen in the completion of a town 
map which involved four extra meetings. We attempted to find names 
with historical significance. 


At the request of the Historical Society, we are discussing the 
possibility of erecting some kind of memorial which would include 
the names of all Civil War, Spanish American War and Mexican War 
veterans. 


We have discussed subdivision controls and studied those of 
many other towns and have worked on extensive changes in our 
zoning ordinances but, because these are tied in with our Compre- 
hensive Plan, we have not completed the zoning ordinances. We are 
recommending that the town adopt subdivision controls. 


Phase two of our Comprehensive Plan, which will be voted on at 
this meeting, will include zoning ordinances and zoning map, building 
codes, subdivision and a capital improvement plan. The federal 
government pays two thirds of the amount needed to finance a 
comprehensive plan. 


James Hayden and John Allen of the U. S. Government Conser- 
vation Service have met with us to explain the many services avail- 
able to us and have assisted us with problems as have Randall 
Raymond, former assistant state planner and Michael Blake, present 
planner. 
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The board gave Mrs. Richardson, secretary, permission to make 
a series of tapes with the “senior citizens” of the town to fill in the 
history of the town from the Bemis History to the present. One 
tape has been done on the industries. It is hoped to have them cover 
schools, customs, appearance of the town and people. These will be 
done with the assistance of the Frost Free Library and will be made 
available to the school and organizations interested in hearing them.

Program and Curriculum — Grades 1-12 


The major undertaking in this area for the Junior-Senior High 
School has been the evaluation by the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. This will be conducted by thirteen 
New England Educators, and will take place January 25-28, 1970. 
The purpose of the evaluation is to determine the eligibility of Mazrl- 
borough Junior-Senior High School, for membership in this organiza- 
tion. We have also added two courses to the curriculum: Marriage 
and the Family and Music Appreciation. 


The maior change in the Elementary Program has been a greater 
emphasis on ability grouping. This educational theory has been 
extended to the area of Reading and Mathematics in Grades Two 
and Three and Reading in Grade One. The results of this program 
will be evaluated during the latter part of the 1969-1970 Academic 
Year. One other very important addition to the Elementary Pro- 
gram has been the development of a Library. Plans for the use of 
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the Library are being formulated with the Librarian and the Ele- 
mentary Teachers. We should be receiving full value from the Library 
before the termination of the current Academic Year. It is felt by 
all concerned that this is another positive step in the development 
of a strong Reading Program. In connection with the Reading Pro- 
gram, we now have evidence that the emphasis that has been given 
in this area during the past several years, is producing very encourag- 
ing results. 


We have received a substantial amount of help this year from 
the Monadnock Children’s Center. The members of this organization 
have been extremely helpful in diagnosing learning problems that 
some of our children are having. 


The School Plant 


The major changes in this area have been in the Elementary 
School. This was largely brought about by the fire in April, 1969. A 
completely new roof has been installed on the building. There has 
been painting, installation of new ceilings, refinishing of flooring, etc. 
A considerable amount of new equipment as well as other instruc- 
tional material has also been purchased for the Elementary Program. 


Extra Curricular Activity 


We have revised the daily time schedule so that we now have eight 
time periods per day rather than seven. This has been done without 
lengthening the school day. The additional time period comes in 
the middle of the day, and takes place in a more informal setting 
rather than a strictly formalized academic atmosphere. It is felt that 
a great deal can be gained from this more informal contact between 
teacher and student. 


The activities that occur during this time are: 


Girl’s Wocdworking Club 
Chess Club 

Knitting Club 

Boy’s Chef Club 
Electrical Club 

Stamp Club 

Plants & Animals Club 
Cheerleading 

Drama Workshop 
Student Council 


Although they are more formalized, Chorus and Band also take 
place during this time period. In addition to the activities that take 
place, there are numerous social, cultural and fund raising activities 
that are sponsored after school by the various classes and activity 
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groups. These are under the direction of faculty advisors. At the 
present time, Marlborough belongs to the Granite State League, and 
has athletic teams in Soccer, Basketball and Baseball. The school 
is also represented by the girls in Basketball and Softball. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I would like to add that I believe that it has been 
a very productive six months. I feel that as a result of the work that 
is being done with the elementary program, the self evaluation and the 
recommendations of the evaluating committee, we will have infor- 
mation that will enable us to improve the program of Marlborough 
School District. I would like to extend my personal thanks to the 
School Board, Administration, staff, students, and citizens of Marl- 
borough for their sincere and dedicated efforts on behalf of our 
educational program.

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ADMINISTRATORS REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 


Our principal, Mr. Gerald Croteau, took over his duties on J uly 
1, 1969. Mr. Croteau has had experience as a personnel manager in 
industry, and as a teacher and administrative intern in the field of 
education. He has an A.B. degree from Assumption College, also a 
C.A.G.S. degree in Educational Administration from the University 
of Massachusetts where he is currently a doctoral candidate in 
Educational Administration. 


A major task facing the new administrator was the organization 
of procedures necessary to accomplish the self-evaluation that pre- 
cedes the evaluation by a team of educators from the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The results of this 
study will be available within a reasonable time to the school board 
and administrators. It should be of considerable assistance for 
planning the future of the Marlborough School System. The School 
Board will undoubtedly announce a time and place to review the 
report of the evaluation with interested citizens. 


The fire in April, 1969 could have been a major disaster for the 
town of Mariborough. Instead, because of early discovery and action 
by our assistant custodian, Mr. Douglas Croteau, plus fine work by 
the fire departments, it was contained to upper areas of the school. 
Only one day of school was lost due to quick organization to clear the 
building of damaged materials and starting immediately to repair 
damages. The new lighting system is as good as can be found in 
modern schools. The replacement of texts enables us to up-date 
editions, and the same is true for charts, maps and equipment. 


At the high school we have placed emphasis on improving physi- 
cal and chemical sciences by replenishing supplies that had become 
depleted and the purchase of new equipment. Teachers and pupils 
can now conduct experiments that help to develop concepts that were 
not previously possible. Additional storage facilities have also been 
provided. 


Our elementary school was constructed for the purposes it was 
to serve at the time it was built. Renovations do help improve facili- 
ties to meet the needs of pupils and teachers, but the requirements 
for additional services to enable improvements can only be partially 
met in older buildings. An example is the limited space available for 
the elementary library and its lack of accessibility to both pupils 
and teachers. It should be noted that the building is at optimum 
use. 


Mr. Keach has been substituting on a part time basis for Mr. 
Cusick who left us on October 10. It is difficult for a change in 
personnel to continue the programs and policies of an administrator. 
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It always means that there is an additional burden on remaining per- 
sonnel. There will be an even greater challenge to keep abreast of 
requirements when Mr. Keach leaves in February. 


An article in the school district warrant this year gives the Marl- 
borough citizens an opportunity to appoint or elect an A.R.E.A. study 
committee. This does not commit the district to do other then study 
the advantages and disadvantages of becoming a member of an 
A.R.E.A. plan. It is the prerogative of the committee to join with any 
other A.R.E.A. committee or committees to form an A.R.E.A. board 
which then proceeds to study the advisability of adopting an area 
school plan within the standards set forth in section 2 of R.S.A. 
Chapter 195A. An A.R.E.A. board reports its findings and recom- 
mendations to the districts involved. 


Another article in the warrant gives Marlborough citizens the 
opportunity to support the action of the Supervisory Union 29 meet- 
ing in voting to have a Supervisory Union Educational Consultant. 
This is not an additional position, but a realignment of assignments. 
An organization chart is included in this annual report. The ad- 
ministrators recommend your support of the Supervisory Union action. 


The proposed budget shows an increase of approximately 8%. 
Our information is that this is considerably less than increases for 
several of the districts in our area. It will, in the considered judgment 
of the school board and administration, provide the funds to main- 
tain your school system at a similar level of accomplishment as last 
year. 


Major budget increases occur in salaries, teaching supplies, con- 
tracted services, plant maintenance, insurance, and student body 
activities. The salary increase should allow us to be competitive in 
our area and is the result of several negotiation meetings of the school 
board and teacher representatives. Teaching supply increases are 
approximately the same for both elementary and high school. The 
increases reflect increased cost of materials, expenses of the previous 
year, and additions that will assist the learning process. 


As a result of negotiations with the teachers, one half the cost 
of Blue Cross and Blue Shield is to be paid by the district which 
accounts for the increase in the insurance category. 


The major increase in contracted services is for continued mem- 
bership and support of the Monadnock Children’s Center. Originally 
the Center was funded by Federal Funds. It is now a non-profit 
organization and must be supported by the school districts it serves 
if it is to continue. School board members who serve on the board 
4 directors are high in their praise of the services rendered by the 

enter. 


Plant operation increase is for the purpose of improving the 
maintenance and care of the buildings by employing two full-time 
custodians rather than the present situation of one full-time plus one 
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part-time custodian. The number of rooms, type of construction, and 
condition of the buildings warrant the increased attention. 


Student body activities increase is the result of planning to im- 
prove services in this category, plus the necessity of replacing athletic 
team uniforms. 


The people in the Supervisory Union office wish to express their 
appreciation and thanks to the citizens, school board, and staff for 
their cooperation and support during the past year. We look forward 
to working with you in the future in our mutual endeavor to main- 
tain a good educational program.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF THE MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
HELD MARCH 15, 1969 


Meeting called to order at 3:00 P.M., March 15, 1969, by Mod- 
erator Frank K. Knight and warrant read. The moderator declared 
the meeting open under Article 1 calling for the election of a modera- 
tor, a clerk, a member of the School Board for three years, a treasurer 
and an auditor under the Non-partisan Ballot System. 


Voted favorably on the motion of James O. Farwell that the polls 
be closed at 9:00 P.M. 


The meeting was further called to order at 8:00 P.M. by the 
moderator to act upon the following subjects. The moderator declared 
the meeting open for action on Article 2 through 8 inclusive. 


Article 2. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Des- 
pres that the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers be 
accepted as printed in the Annual Report. 


Article 3. Voted favorably on the motion of Frederick P. 
Harrsen that the school board be authorized to choose agents, audi- 
tors and committees in relation’ to any subject embraced in this 
warrant. 


Article 4. Voted favorably on the motion of Richard E. Butler 
that the district vote to raise and appropriate $321,026.43 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district. 


Article 5. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Des- 
pres that the district vote to authorize the school board to make ap- 
plication for and to accept, on behalf of the district, any or all grants 
or other funds for educational purposes which may now or hereafter 
be forthcoming from the United States Government or from the State 
of New Hampshire. 


Article 6. Voted favorably on the motion of Frederick P. 
Harrsen that the district raise and appropriate $1300.00 for the sup- 
port of Educational Adjustment Services, including. Psychological, 
Psychiatric, and speech therapy services, or act in any manner re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 7. Voted favorably on the motion of David E. Cheney 
that the district raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 to cover 
the expenses of a School Study Committee, and authorize and in- 
struct the School Board to appoint the members of said Committee 
to same. 
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Article 8. Edward Danielchick questioned what stand the 
teachers in Marlborough had taken on the Sanctions Alert. Alphonse 
Despres stated that our teachers are not militant and only want to 
be competitive with other districts on salaries. 


William Cumings moved that the polls be closed as the hour of 
9:00 P.M. had arrived. The moderator declared the polls closed as a 
vote to this effect had previously been taken. 


Leslie Knight questioned how vandalism in the schools is paid 
for. Richard EK. Butler stated that vandalism is paid for by the 
parents of the student involved when a student is apprehended. 


Alphonse A. Despres requested the sentiment of the meeting in 
regard to having an article inserted in the next year’s warrant relative 
to election of school district officers at the annual town meeting instead 
of at the school meetting. By a show of hands, the voters approved 
such a move. 


Alphonse A. Despres raised the question of whether the High 
School Senior Class trips should be discontinued. The matter was 
discussed but no decision was made. 


Voted favorably on the motion of Ralph A. Pierce that we re- 
turn to Article 1. 


The ballots were examined and counted and the votes for the 
various candidates were tallied by the moderator, in the presence of 
the district clerk and other election officials. When the counting was 
completed, the results of the counts were declared and publicly an- 
nounced by the mederator as follows:

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MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 
PRELIMINARY REPORT 


Following the March 19, 1969 District Meeting and the approval 
by the voters of a special article authorizing the School Board to form 
a School Study Committee, efforts were initiated in early April to 
obtain members from various segments of the community. 


On May 15, 1969, an Advisory Committee, representing a cross- 
section of Marlborough residents, organizations and elected groups, 
met in the first of several meetings with the School Board and School 
Administrators, to define basic objectives of a detailed school study 
which would begin in the fall of 1969. 


The 18 member Advisory Committee decided to develop a Ques- 
tionnaire for the townspeople and recent graduates, as the best means 
of determining the public’s concern and attitudes toward the school 
system and curriculum. Responses to the questionnaire were analyzed 
in depth in several subcommittee meetings during the summer, and 
a questionnaire analysis was formalized by the Advisory Committee — 
to be used as the primary guide to the continuing work of the School 
Study Committee. 


The Study Committee feels that this questionnaire has been very 
effective in increasing the interest of the townspeople in the future of 
their educational program. It has also pointed up that the towns- 
people of Marlborough are interested in improving the quality of the 
educational program in their town. There are many areas requiring 
detailed study before definite conclusions and recommendations can 
be made. Specific areas currently under study are curriculum, physi- 
cal facilities and staffing of the Elementary School, with reference 
to the “Minimum Standards and Recommendations for New Hamp- 
shire Public Elementary Schools,” published in July, 1969 by the 
State Department of Education. 


The Secondary Program, Grades 7-12, will be studied later, after 
the results of the accreditation review are provided by the New Eng- 
land Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. This will be 
analyzed by the School Board and the Study Committee in the near 
future, and will be a significant element of our future study work. 


Present members of the School Study Committee are John 
Mitchell, Chairman; Irene Beauregard, Robert Eaves, Margaret 
Hackler, Leslie Knight, Esther Lachance, and Cecil Nash, with Gerald 
ana aes Principal, and the School Board Members acting as group 
advisors 


As the response to the aieetionnatte indicated the importance 
of good communications during the progress of the study, further 
reports will be provided through the news media. 








Report of fhe Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many fires. 
Carelessness in burning trash and discarding smoking material and 
children playing with fire caused most of the fires. Your Forest Fire 
Warden's job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws 
that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws 
follow: 


FIRE PERMIT 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland 
anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as 
well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the 
Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with 
permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written per- 
mission of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The 
Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the 
Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for 


this purpose. 
PENALTIES 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall 
endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s 
imprisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leay- 
ing it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, maximum 
fine is $25.00. 
Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our 
town free from smokes in 1970.
